LINCOLN'S MELANCHOLY. 

His Sympathetic Nature.—'Those who saw much of 
Abialmin Lincoln during the latter years of bis life, 
were greatly impressed with the expression of profound , 
melancholy his face always wore in repose. 

He was of a peculiarly sympathetic and kindly na-l 
ture. These strong characteristics influenced, very hap¬ 
pily. as it proved, his entire political career. They 
would not seem, at first glance, to he efficient aids to 
political success; but in the peculiar emergency which 
Lincoln, in the Brovideuce of God, was called to meet, 
he seemed to have become the“* chosen of the Lord.” 

Those acquainted with him from boyhood knew that 
early griefs tinged'his whole liie with sadness. His 
partner in the grocery business at Salem, was " Uncle” 

Billy Green, of Tallula, Ill., who used at night when 
customers were few, to hold the book while Lincoln in¬ 
cited his lessons in grammar. It was to his sympathetic 
ear that Lincoln told the story of his love for sweet Ann 
Rutlidge; and he, in return, offered what comfort he 
could when poor Ami died, and Lincoln s great hemt 
nearly broke. “ After Ann died, ’ says Uncle Billy,

the roof. Abe would set thar in the grocery, Ins elbows 
on his knees, his face in his hands, and the tears run¬ 
ning through his fingers. I hated to see lum feel bad,
